2, If the attack was premedi-
tated;, the horn blowing might
have been planned as a possible
alibi that thé driver attempted
to avoid hitting Whyte, blew
his horn, but that the vietim
“stepped right in front of me.”

8. The horn-blowing might
have been a warcry, a “Geroni:
mo"—a “Banzal,” at the moment
of attack.
